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Silvoii  Dollap. 

The  original  silver  dollar,  authorized  in  ITJ'-i,  weighed 
416  grains  and  its  standard  was  892  tine.  In  1794  (he  stars 
had  increased  to  fifteen  in  number  above  the  Liberty  bead, 
with  an  eagle  on  the  reverse.  In  the  dollar  of  17 9o  the  head 
of  Liberty  looked  to  the  right,  but  the  Avings  of  the  .eagle 
were  expanded  instead  of  raised.  I>v  1798  it  was  found  difii- 
(•iilt  to  represent  the  States  by  stars  and  so  the  original  thir- 
t«‘en  were  restored,  and  the  eagle’s  wings  Avere  again  raised. 

From  1805  to  1840  no  sih  erdolb  r j Avere  coined,  butfrom 
the  latter  date  until  1865,  we  had  the  famous  “dollar  of  the 
daddies,”  Avith  Liberty  seated  on  a roeh  and  grasping  a shield, 
while  the  eagle  Avith  expanded  Avii.gs  occupied  the  reverse 
side.  In  1866  began  the  use  of  the  motto,  “In  God  avc  trust.” 
From  1874  to  1877  none  Avere  coiiied,  and  then  came  the 
design  now  in  use,  with  the  Libe  dy  facing  to  the  left  and 
the  eagle’s  wings  pointing  \ipAvr.rd.  The  neAv  design  will 
present  a natural  eagle  instead  of  a conventional  one.  The 
obsolete  trade  dollar,  which  was  heavier  than  the  present 
dollar,  had  its  weight  in  figures  upon  the  obv-erse.  d’he  face 
of  Liberty  on  the  present  dollar  is  a likeness  of  Miss.  Annie 
Williams,  a Philadelphia  school  teacher,  and  the  design  will 
be  retained  as  an  ideal  of  purely  American  features.

lusion:  Queen  Anne’s  farthing.  Repeatedly  have  the  officers 
of  tlie  British  Museum  received  letters  asking  whether,  as 
the  writer  was  in  possession  of  the//<<r^  of  the  farthings,  of 
which  the  Museum  liad  the  other  two,  he  was  not  entitled 
to  some  one  thousand  pounds  or  so;  and  his  disappointment 
has  been  no  duubt  grievous,  when  informed  that  his  fancied 
treasure  might  perhaps  be  worth  four  or  five  shillings.  How 
the  delusion  ever  originated,  it  is  impossible  to  say  ; but  one 
account  tells  ns  that  a lady  in  Yorksiiire  having  lost  one  of 
these  farthings,  which  she  valued  rs  the  bequest  of  a dear 
friend,  offered  a large  sum  for  its  recovery,  and  this  gave 
rise  to  a false  impression  of  the  value  of  any  specimen.  It  is 
commonly  believed  that  only  three  examples  of  the  farthings 
were  struck  off,  because  it  was  found  that  there  was  a flaw 
near  the  bridge  of  the  Queen’s  nose. 

There  are  really  no  less  than  five  or  six  different  patterns 
of  tiie  farthing,  but  most  of  them  were  struck  for  approval 
only,  and  never  issued.  The  genuine  farthing  has  thein^crip- 
tion  Dei  f/racia^^  surrounding  the  Queen’s  bust;  on 

the  reverse  the  figure  of,  and  the  inscription,  “Brittauia.” 
It  is  dated  1714.  Another,  wdiich  was  also  perhaps  in  circu- 
lation, exactly  resembles  the  one  just  mentioned,  but  is  da- 
ted ITia.  Tliey  have  broad  milled  edges,  like  the  farthings 
of  Heorge  HI.  Of  the  patterns,  the  rarest  seems  to  he  one 
like  the  genuine  farthing,  but  with  the  inscription  “Anna 
Regina.’’  •

There  is  something  peculiarly  faeinating  in  these  bright 
bits  of  paper  that  come  to  us  from  nearly  every  land  and 
clime.  Just  where  the  charm  lies  it  At  ould  be  difficult  to  say.

Whether  Heroditus  is  right  in  attributing  the  invention 
of  coined  money  to  the  Lydians,  is  perhaps  open  to  question. 
It  is,  however,  very  remarkable  that  the  ancient  Assyrians 
and  Egyptians,  with  all  their  wonderful  advance  in  civiliza- 
tion, should  never  have  invented  anything  better  than  lumps 
and  bars  of  metal  as  a medium  of  exchange.  The  earliest 
money  mentioned  in  the  Bible-as,  for  instance,  that  carried 
by  Joseph’s  brethren  into  Egypt,  v as  “in  weight.” 

The  first  Hebrew  coinage  is  no  older  than  the  Maccabees. 
The  first  Egyptian  began  with  the  siiccesors  of  Alexander. 
Examples  of  Lydian  coins  have  come  down  to  us,  but  as  they 
have  no  inscriptions,  their  dates  can  only  be  guessed  at.  Some 
of  them  are  of  the  rudest  description,  being  merely  a lump 
of  electrum-three  parts  gold  to  oiu‘  of  silver-upon  one  sur- 
face uf  which  was  impressed  a lion’s  head  or  other  device ; 
the  other  surface,  like  the  coins  of  ^gina,  being  merely 
flattened  by  the  block  upon  Avhich  the  metal  w as  struck.  A 
method,  equally  as  simple,  is  mentioned  in  the  “Asiatic 
Transactions”  as  having  been  lately  practiced  in  India. 

A piece  of  mango-tree,  about  four  feet  in  leangth,  was 
half-buried  in  the  ground,  in  the  middle  of  w^hich  w'as  in- 
serted a die ; upon  the  die  was  placed  a circular  piece  of  gold, 
and  over  that  another  die.  The  upper  die  was  then  struck 
with  a sledge  hammer  and  the  mohur  dropped  on  one  side 
complete.

good  Samaritan  act. 

By  order  of  Charles  II,  The  Massachusetts  Mint  was

Obv.- Bust  of  Washington  in  armor;  legend,  “Vermon 
Auctori.” 

Rev.-  Goddess  of  Liberty  seated;  legend,  Inde  * et*Lib. 
Date  in  exergue. 

There  are  several  varieties,  as  the  “Et  Lib  Inde”  of 
•1788;  the  ^‘Brittania”  of  1787;  the  “Baby  Head”  of  1786 
and  the  “Immune  Columbia”  of  1785,  that  were  coined  in,  or 
struck  for,  circulation  in  Vermont. 

Dew  5Bi^SBy. 

This  colony  struck  coins  in  the  years  1785,  ‘86  ‘87  and 
‘88.  There  are  many  slight  varieties  and  are  among  our  col- 
onials, the  most  easily  obtainable.  In  the  main,  the  descrip- 
tion of  one  will  answer  for  all,  though  over  one  hundred  va- 
rieties are  known. 
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Obv.-  Head  of  horse  to  right;  plough  beneath  to  R and 
date;  legend,  Nova  O^sarea. 

Rev.-  A Shield.  Legend  * E * Plurubus  * Unum.  * 

In  one  variety,  legend  reads  E Pluribs.  In  another  the 
plough  and  horse  head  is  to  Left. 

There  is  also  one  of  the  three  varieties  of  Immunis  Col- 
umbia pieces  which  has  the  Jersey  shield  and  arms.

When  the  desire  for  the  collection  of  coins  first  grew  to 
be  fashionable  is  unknown.  Probably  it  has  existed  to  some 
extent  ever  since  the  introduction  of  coinage  as  a fine  art.

The  figure  of  Christ  first  appeared  on  coins  during  the 
reign  of  John  I.  [Zimices], Emperor  of  the  Byzantine  Em- 
pire 969-975  A.  D.

Coins  of  this  state  are  found  with  dates  1785  ‘86  ‘87  ‘88. 
By  Act  of  Congress  all  private  and  state  coinage  was  order- 
ed suspended  in  1787.  The  few  coins  found  dated  1788  rep- 
resent the  remaining  metal  left  on  hand,  and  which  was  per- 
mitted to  be  used. 

A few  coins  struck  by  private  parties  have  been  accept- 
ted  by  numismatists  as  belonging  to  this  colony.

Rev.-  Three  hammers,  crown  over  each.  Legend  around 
the  border,  “I  am  good  copper.” 

There  are  several  varieties  of  these  pieces ; one  has  on 
the  obverse  this  inscription;  “I  cut  my  way  through.” 

They  are  all  extremely  rare,  and  those  dated,  are  of 
1737  and  1739.

Mr.  J.  A.  Brudin  of  No.  534  West  Thirtynintli  street 
has  some  very  rare  coins.  He  collects  the  coins  of  East  Asia 
and  has  some  pieces  very  old  and  interesting.  None  are  more 
so  than  the  coin  of  King  Wu  Wang  ( 1 1 22-]  1 1 6 1>.  0.).  It  is 
called  Pu,  the  word  meaning  cloth,  made  from  cotton  or 
hemp.  It  is  made  of  bronze  with  raised  letters  and  lines,  the 
characters  being  in  Chinese,  'but  of  such  ancient  date  that 
the  modern  Chinaman  can’t  make  them  out.  It  is  still  well 
preserved.  Another  is  a knife  shaped  coin.  It  belongs  to  the 
dynasty  of  Tsi(387-221  B.  C.).  It  is  called  Tao,  which  means 
knife  or  sword.  It  must  be  very  old  and  rare,  because  the 
letters  are  not  raised  but  engraved,  and  seem  to  be  g ilded. 
Mr.  Brudin  says  that  the  only  Chinese  coin  with  gilded  let- 
ters was  coined  by  usurper  Wang  Mang(9-22  A.  I).  ),  and  is 
called  Tso  Tas  or  “gilded  knives.”  It  is  supposed  that  the 
Chinese  made  money  about  2800  years  before  Christ.  It  was 
then  called  Kin  Wilch,  meaning  metal  or  gold. —

New  Designs  to  Be  Adopted 

The  welcome  news  comes  from  W asbington  that  at  last 
new  designs  of  models  for  coins,  already  authorized  for  the 
standard  silver  dollar  and  the  five  cent  nickel  piece,  are  to  be 
adopted  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  bill  shall  take 
effect. 

The  bill  has  passed  both  houses  and  been  approved  by 
the  President.  It  is  kncnvn  as  a bill  “to  provide  for  new  de- 
signs of  authorized  devices  of  United  States  coins,”  the  pur- 
pose of  which  is  not  to  interfere  with  emblems  or  devices, 
but  only  tu  empower  the  Director  of  the  Mint,  with  the  ap- 
proval of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  change  the  dies, 
models,  and  designs  of  the  emblems  and  devices  already  es- 
tablished by  law. 

Changes  in  the  design  or  die  of  any  coin  shall  not  be 
made  oftener  than  once  in  twentyfive  years.  There  is  no  de- 
nying but  that  the  people  hre  unanimously  in  favor  of  remo- 
ving the  obstacles  in  the  way  of  improving  the  appearance 
of  our  coins,  and  enabling  the  Government  to  avail  itself  of 
such  artistic  skill  as  will  add  to  the  beauty  of  the  coins,  and 
by  the  quality  of  the  work  make  counterfeiting  more  diffi- 
cult. 

The  designs  on  all  of  our  present  coins  except  the  sil- 
ver dollar  and  five-cent  nickel  pieces,  were  adopted  m any 
years  ago,  some  of  them  over  fifty  years  ago,  and -while  from 
a mechanical  standpoint,  our  coins  compare  favorably  with 
those  of  other  nations,  we  are  forced  to  admit;  that  from  an 
artistic  point  of  view,  ancient  Greece  and  modern  Congo 
can  beat  us,  hands  down.  • 
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The  time  has  never  been,  probably  never  will  be,  in  the 
civilized  world,  when  men  did  not  or  will  not,  follow  some 
particular  pursuit  or  another  for  the  mere  pleasure  of  fol- 
lowing. 

We  have  no  doubt  but  that  there  were  collections  of 
poetry,  paintings  and  sculpture  at  Pompeii  and  Herculane- 
um, and  of  rare  brie  a brae  in  the  halcyon  days  of  Cuzco  and 
Lima  under  the  Incas,  and  in  Mexico  under  the  reign  of  the 
Montezumas. 

In  Rome,  men  brought  together  statuary  and  basso  re- 
lievi,  in  the  time  of  the  Ctesars;  and  tessellated  pavements, 
mosaics,  and  arabesque  paintings  were  preserved  as  curiosi- 
ties before  the  Moors  entered  Spain,  and  consecrated  the  ad- 
vent of  heathen  Africa  into  Christian  Europe,  by  the  erect- 
tion  of  the  Alhambra,  that  still  remains  to  us,  and  was  only 
a few  days  ago  injured  by  fire. 

There  have  been  collectors  of  every  conceivable  thing- 
bijouterie,  marqueterie,  potchoraanie,  buhl,  orfevrerie,  V"al- 
eiiciennes  laces,  Sevres  china,  Florentine  mosaics,  Swiss  car- 
• vings  of  wood,  &c,  &c.  Wherever  the  eye  perceives  beauty 
the  heart  indicates  desire  of  possession,  and  so  spring  up 
what  are  often  called  hobbies,  on  which  men  ride  for  a life- 
time-some to  satiety,  some  to  fruition,  some  to  ruin. 

The  oldest  Numismatic  Societies  in  Europe  are  modern 
in  their  date  ; and  no  existing  records,  we  have  to  depend  on. 
probabilities  or  tradition  for  any  knowledge  w'C  may  obtain 
on  the  subject. 

But  certainly  Numismatics,  while,  no  doubt  an  expen- 
sive hobby,  is  one  of  the  most  educating  and  refining  in  its 
influences,  that  one  could  pursue.  Ennobling,  by  leading  one 
to  pursue  his  investigations  into  history  and  the  arts,  it  is 
engrossing  and  all  pervading.

Curiosities  of'Coixage. 

lUust  of  the  common  metals  have  been  used  as  money. 
Knder  Lycnrgus  the  Spartans  banished  gold  and  silver,  and 
made  money  of  iron.  The  money  first  used  in  Italy  and  Sic- 
ily was  of  l>ronze.  The  Romans  under  Servius  Tullius,  578- 
534  B.  C.,  u.'icd  coins  of  copper,  each  of  which  weighed  a 
pound.  Silvei-  cuius  were  not  issued  by  them  until  281  B.  C. 
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and  gold  coins  not  until  207  B.  C.  The  Britons  in  the  year 
55  B.  C.,  had  in  use  coins  of  tin,  of  brass,  and  of  iron,  also 
rings  of  gold  and  silver.  Tin  was  also  coined  by,  Charles  II. 
James  II.,  in  need  of  something  better  used  pewter  and  gun- 
metal.  Russia  has  used  coins  of  platinum.  In  form,  most  coin 
has  been  struck  circular;  yet,  as  exceptions  we  have  the 
“lumps”  of  Java,  and  the  “dumps”  of  India.  China,  Japaji, 
Siam  and  their  dependencies,  have  issued  the  circular  and 
oblong  brass,  copper,  iron  and  pewter  pieces;  pierced  with 
a round  or  square^hole  in  the  centre,  for  thousands  of  years. 

Coin  shaped  pieces  of  glass  and  porcelain,  were  used  in 
ancient  times  as  a medium  of  exchange  by  Burmah  and 
Egypt.  Then  there  are  the  square  coins  of  ancient  Bactria 
and  India;  and  the  more  modern  of  Kuremburg  and  the  oc- 
tagonal coins  of  Regensberg,  Assam,  and  our  own  Califor- 
nia $50.  pieces.  Japan  has  the  largest  gold  coin  ; the  same 
being  in  size  3^x6  inches,  and  worth  $100.  Necessity  mon- 
ey has  been  made  in  all  conceivable  shapes  and  sizes,  and 
of  most  all  the  grosser  metals  and  alloys.  In  ancient  times, 
China  had  a coinage  of  peculiar  pieces,  bird,  razor,  or  knife 
shaped,  of  brass,  copper  or  bronze.

In  the  ancient  days,  there  were  no  banks,  and  money 
had  to  be  buried  or  kept  in  some  secret  hiding  place,  andyni 
account  of  the  numerous  wars,  much  of  it  was  hid  in  tlie 
earth.  The  owner  was  perhaps  killed  or  maybe  carried  aAvay 
captive.  This  was  certainly  bad  for  them,  but  good  for  the 
numismatist  or  historical  student.  In  late  years,  there  has 
been  exhumed  in  Sidon,  in  three  deposits,  over  20,000  pieces 
of  the  gold  of  Philip  and  Alexander  of  Macedon.  As  owners 
or  their  heirs  could  not  be  found,  they  were  probably  confis- 
cated by  the  discoverers.

During  our  Continental  Period  many  coins  were  struck 
for  commercial  use  in  the  United  States,  by  private  parties 
in  England  and  this  country,  evidently  for  speculative  pur- 
poses. Of  these  coins  we  shall  note  those  of  most  interest, 
and  only  such  as  the  average  collector  will  be  likely  to  come 
in  contact. 

This  coin,  probably  a Washington  piece,  and 

Georgius  often  called  “Tory  Cent,”  was  struck  in  Eng- 
in  1783. 

Triumplio.  Obv.-  Laureated  bust  facing  right.  Legend 
“Georgius  Triumpho.”
